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(57) Abstract: Disclosed is a light-emitting device which comprises a light-emitting element and a light-converting member con- 
taining a fluorescent material which absorbs at least a part of the light from the light-emitting element and emits a light having a 
different wavelength. The light-emitting device further comprises a heat dissipating member on a side of the light-emitting element 
where the light-converting member is provided. The heat dissipating member is composed of two plate members and a channel be- 
tween the plate members where a cooling fluid is flowed. A plurality of light-emitting elements are two-dimensionally arranged and 
mounted on a major surface of the heat dissipating member. A plurality of projected portions are formed on the surface of the plate 
member in the channel in such a manner that at least a part of the projected portions have their centers between the light-emitting 
elements or almost centers of the light-emitting elements. 
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
